The boilers each had a capacity of 400 


horsepower. Nothing is left of the pow-

END MOROCCAN WAR 


Had the Liberals Been in Power Bloody 


and Costly Conflict Would Have Been 


Avoided—Will Ask Riffs to Disarm.

al J)el,oijue, minister of \\ar in the new 
liberal cabinet, continued in an interview 
today a report that the government had 
decided not to push further the Moroccan 
campaign.

government would lie to guarantee the 
safety of Molilla by the system of forti- 
fied positions which were already occu- 
pied.

pacification and not of domination, and 
while Spain would defend the occupied 
positions, 'an effort would be made to in- 
diu-e life Rill's to disarm, anil in this 
movement the sultan's emissaries would 
be enlisted. ])el,o<|uc added that though 
the liberals disapproved the recent acts 
of repression at Harcelona, Ferrer had 
been proven guilty on evidence and had 
been legally and judicially condemned.

Monenforcing Prohibition. 


Richmond (Va.) Times-Dispatch: Cur- 


ious'studios in .the. workings of prohi- 
bition arc cropping up in the so-called 
-dry" states of the south. Chattanooga., 
in ''dry" Tennessee, is distilling and sell- 
ing liquor under the authority of the 
law, only it does not make any sales to 
Tennosweans. The Tennessee law does 
not forbid the manufacture of liquors, 
but only their sale within four miles of 
a schoo'l house, and to 
interfere 
with 


Chattanooga's export businpss would be 
to collide with the interstate commerce 
law. Georgia, Tennessee's neighbor, can 
neither make nor sell liquor, but can buy 
it. Tennessee can make and sell to out- 
siders; so we have Tennessee shipping 
Georgia all the drink the latter -state 
cares to order. This condition must be 
puzzling and unsettling to. plain Georg- 
ians who know, roughly, that buying li- 
quor is against the lav/, yet see it bought 
in quantities all around them. Nor can 
it be at all a gooa thing for the law. 
"The only question," says the Atlanta 
Constitution, "is to what extent, if at 
all, the aggregate consumption has been 
alTeetr-d." 


In Atlanta, an anti-prohibition city, 


the "dry" law is interpreted "liberally." 
Savannah's open flouting of the law be- 
came a state scandal last spring. 
There 


was no pretense of -obeying it. and the 
city's defiance was at one tin;e so no- 
torious that it drew from the governor a 
threat to u$e the militia. Memphis, ac- 
cording to occasional reports, is consum- 
ing very considerable quantities of li- 
quor. The same thing is true, in greater 
or less degree, in all the larger cities of 
Tennessee and Georgia. An inevitable 
hut interesting development is seen in 
the fact that municipal elections are tak- 
ing on 
the complexion of 
secondary 


"wct-or-flry" contests. That is to say 
the real questions underlying them comes 
to be simply enforcement or nonenforce 
ment of the law. In Nashville some 
days ago such an election was held and 
the nononforccrs won. In Macon, more 
recently still, such an election was held, 
and again the nonenforcers won. There 
arc being evolved, in fact, nine and sixty 
ways of -.-interpreting" wnat prohibition 
means. Looking about over the situation

obviouf truth, that thorn are too many 
cases of successful fraud to every one 
that is detected.

Addition, congress has provided for the 
collection of detailed information regard- 
ing the three principal productive indus- 
tries of the country—agriculture, manu- 
factures, and mines and quarries. These 
three great branches of industry repre- 
Bont .PO large a proportion of the total 
wealth of the country thnt their pro 
press from decade to decade is an accu 
rate index to the material development 
cf the country as a whole. 


The Census of 1900 showed that the 


United'States is still primarily an agri 
cultural country. 
The total value of all 


farm property on. June 1, 1900, was near- 
ly twenty and one-half billions of dol- 
lars, a sum more than twice that of the 
nggregate capital invested in manufac- 
tures, which was approximately nine bil- 
lion eight hundred million dollars. 


The Most Important. 


Notwithstanding the value of the cen- 


BUS of population for the political pur- 
pose of reapporuoning representation in 
the congress of the United States, and 
the value of the statistics of manufac 
turing to the. vast interests immediate 
]y concerned, the census of agriculture, 
of all the subjects covered by the census 
Jaw, is generally regarded us 
of 
the 


greatest importance to the country. 


Population increases naturally at a 


fairly constant rate and can always be 
estimated, for the country as a whole, 
with a high degree of .accuracy. Manu- 
facturing in most of its brandies is so 
highly organized and book records arc 
so generally.kept that it is a compara- 
tively simple matter to obtain from time 
to time accurate estimates of the cnpi- 
lal invested and the value of the pro- 
duct. Agriculture, on the. other hand, is 
the great unorganized industry with re- 
Bpect to book records of. its operations. 
Upward of .7,000,000 farmers are con- 
ducting farm operations 
on 
separate 


farms at the present time. 
Their pro- 


ducts arc marketed at nil seasons of the 
year, under all sorts of local conditions, 
jind at a widely varying range of prices. 
J*Iew lands, new crops, new methods, and 
How processes arc constantly modifying 
conditions in every branch of husbandry, 
und the net results of farm operations 
nrc affected thereby to an unknown ex- 
tent. 


The United States department of ag: 


riculture, with its splendid organization, 
keeps in the closest possible touch with 
every phase of, farm life in all parts 
of the country. Its trained agents and 
Jreportcrs note everything 
that 
affocts 


crops and live-stock conditions and keep 
the department fully informed. Vet so 
Vast is the industry and so intangible 
6re many of the elements or conditions 
affecting the result of farm operations 
•that the crop and other estimates made 
by the agricultural 
department, 
and 


[which exert such a tremendous influence 
on market conditions, would quickly lose 
Jhcir significance and become practically 
Jvahieless if they were not regularly re- 
vised in the light of the actual census 
returns.

The Educational Standpoint. 


Hence the importance of the farm cen- 


sus and of striving for the greatest pos- 
niblc degree of accuracy in th« data to 
1)C gathered. Aside from the fact that 
the census of agriculture supplies 
the 


elata upon which all official estimates 
of farm products are based for the cnsu- 
5ng ten years, the information obtained 
SH of great value from the educational 
standpoint. 
While comparatively 
few 


farmers make personal use of the large 
volumes of farm statistics issued by the 
census bureau, it should be borne in 
mind that the data, thus published pro- 
vide the agricultural colleges and 
the 


great body of writers for the ugricul- 
tiii-M.1 press nnd for economic periodicals 
•with the furls upon which their most 
valuable studies and analyses are based. 
The wisdom of congress in constantly in- 
creasing the scope of the farm census 
from its rciil beginning in 1850 down i.o 
the present time has done 
much 
to 


further the 
gradual 
development 
of 


farming in this country from a primi- 
tive "means of subsistence," in 
which 


every farmer sought to work out his 
talvation acogr^cUng to his own idea*, 


into a great national'industry, highly or- 
ganized and specialized -and constituting 
a science in itself. 


'• The farm census is taken primarily for 
the benefit of the farmer, and upon the 
accuracy of the information 
given the 


enumerator by. the farmer next April de- 
pends to a large extent the value of the 
statistical work to be carried on in t 
farmer's behalf during the1- next five 
years, not only by the federal und state 
departments of agriculture but by stud- 
ents of agricultural conditions 
in 
all 


parts of tlie. world. To what extent the 
very marked increase during recent years 
in the cost of living, and especially in 
the cost of certain kinds of farm pro 
duce, is dr.o, to shortage in production, 
is a question of vital moment to a vast 
number ot" people. 
A complete and ac- 


curate census of farm areas, products, 
and values will furnish data which, stud 
icd in connection with -the revised popu- 
lation figures, should throw much light 
on the great question of our national 
food supply. 
The farmer and the urban 


consumer alike desire information along 
these lines. It lies with the farmer to 
provide it. 


How- the Farmer Can Help. 


By preparing an accurate account of 


his farm operations during the year end- 
ing December :ll, 1009, and by making 
an inventory on April 15, 1910, of all his 
farm possessions, the farmers of 
the 


country can render tlio census bureau 
and the, public at large an inestimable 
service. 
It is not to be expected that 


farmers will ever keep as complete ac- 
counts as do manufacturers and mer- 
chants. 
Tlu- very nature of their oecu.- 


piition, the long hours and arduous labor 
of the summer months, are a partial bar 
to scientific bookkeeping. 
The'fact that 


a large part of his daily broad is sup- 
plied from hi.s own farm, instead of be- 
ing purchased out of cash on hand, nat- 
urally causes the farmer to place an un- 
certain value on the products consumed 
in his home. .Nevertheless, a constantly 
increasing number of farmers are keep- 
ing accurate records of their daily re- 
ceipts nnd expenses and of the exact 
quantities of till classes 
of 
products 


grown or raised on their farms. 
Wher- 


ever such records aro kept the census 
enumerators are able to obtain highly 
accurate reports without taking 
more 


t-.han n few mimilOs of the farmer's time 
and without troubling him to make dif- 
ficult estimates. 


In order that the great majority of 


farmers who do not ordinarily keep book- 
records of their farm operations may be 
given 
an 
opportunity -to familiarize 


themselves with the scope of the census 
to be taken next April, an outline, of the 
schedule is here presented. Every farm 
operator is strongly urged to study this 
outline carefully and to write down (lie 
answer to each question ns soon as the 
necessary information becomes available. 
When completed, the notebook should be 
laid aside for reference when the enumer- 
ator calls.

Theso moments increase rnpiuly. yet 


one b'irdly ai.prprlr.tos that the sv.:i is 
departing until d:>.y ami night are of 
equal Icugth, for tbe night remains 
light, though not cheerful.

Winter Is limited to the long night,

Before winter Ice spread over tbs

Many long journeys were made to se-
